El Paso, Texas, May 5.—The presiden- 
tial party reached El Paso, the gateway of 
Mexico, at 9 o'clock this morning and 
will remain here until noon tomorrow. 
President Diaz, of Mexico, had hoped to 
meet the president here and shake hands 
across the border, but as the Mexican 


_ Congress is in session he could not leave 


the capital. He sent a personal message 
to the president, however, and also dis- 
patched General Juan Hernandez, the 
commander of the second military zone 
of the state of Chihuahua, personally to 
present his good wishes to the chief 
magistrate of the United States. 
Governor Miguel Ahumada, of Chihua- 
hua, the most northerly state of Mexico, 
also traveled to El Paso to pay his re- 
gpects, and these distinguished Mexican 
officials, accompanied by General Her- 
nandez’s staff in full uniform, were re- 
ceived by the president, in his car at the 
station. After exchanging felicitations, 
the president requested General Hernan- 


dez to convey to President Diaz his per- | 


senal good wishes for his health and hap- 
piness of President Diaz and for a con- 
tinuation of the cordial relations at pres- 
ent existing between the two countries. 


President Diaz's message was as follows:

After dark tonight the Mexican band, 
which had béen brought from the City 
of Mexico by General Hernandez, sere- 
naded the President and Mrs. McKinley 
at the train. No horns nor drums were 
used and the soft, langorous Spanish 


. airs, strummed on guitars and mandolins 
' {im the cool of the evening, 


were thor- 
oughly enjoyed. While it was a compara- 
tively quiet day in E) Paso, notwithstand- 
fing the large number of strangers in 
town, it was otherwise in the Mexican 
city of Juarez, just across the Rio 
Grande. M&y 5th is the anniversary of 
the defeat of the French invaders at 
Puebla, and is celebrated as our Fourth 
of July is in the United States. The 
Mexicans are not puritanical in their ob- 
eérvance of the Sabbath. Indeed, Sunday 
is always a fete day yith them. 

The great féature of the celebrations 
today was a Spanish bull fight. A fa- 
mous matadof had come to Juarez from 
the City of Mexico for the occasion. 
None of the members of the president's 
immediate party attended, but bull fight- 
ing is the national sport in Mexico, as in 
Spain, and nera] Hernandez and the 
governor of Chihuahua occupied a box 
overlooking the ring. The fight proved to 
be more than usually bloody and brutal. 
The net casualties were four bulls dis- 
patched, one horse killed, two picadors 
unhorsed and. one toreador severely but 
not fatally wounded, as he was helped 
over the fencé surrounding the arena by 
a maddened bull. 

Tomorrow Governor Murphy, of Ari- 
zona, and his staff, will participate in the 
formal greetings. One of the features of 
the programme tomorrow is to be a Mex- 
jean breakfast with the typical Spanish 
dishes for the ladies of the party.

TRAIN BLOCKED THEIR WAY 


Firemen in Chicago Unable To Reach 
Burning Building. 


SEVEN LIVES LOST IN FLAMES 


Trainmen Arrested by-the Fire Mar- 
shal for Refusing To Move 
Train Out of Way. 


Chicago, May 6 —Seven persons were 
burned to death, three fatally injured and 
‘several others slightly burned and other- 
wise injured in a fire that destroyed a 
‘three-story apartment building at 9316 
Marquette avenue, South Chicago, early 
today. The dead are: 

MRS. JOSEPHINE COOLEY. 

MABEL COOLEY, six years old, daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Cooley. 

ANNIE COOLBY, fifteen months old, 
the daughter of Mrs. Cooley. 

PETER ZOOK, owner of the building.

Seriously injured: William Cooley, hus- 
band of Mrs. Cooley, badly burned, will 
die; Louisa Christensen, face and body 
burned, will probably die; Mabel Chris- 
tensen, two years old, daughter of Mrs.

Harry murphy, slightly burned and both 
legs broken by jumping from third story

While the occupants of the burning 
building were struggling with the smoke 
and flames in hope of forcing their way 
to safety the firemen, who were respond- 
ing to the alarm, were vainly waiting for 
a freight train which blocked the way 
of the fire engines to move away from the 
crossing and give an open road to the fire. 
Marshal Driscol, in charge of the firemen. 
called to the conductor and brakemen to 
move the train, but they refused to com- 
ply with his request. The police were 
Sent for and the crew was arrested. Then 
under orders of the fire marshal the train 
was backed from the crossing, but by the 
time the firemen reached the burning 
building the structure had been destroyed. 
Scattered among the embers were found 
the charred remains of the victims. The 


and were identified in various ways. The 
train ew, who live at Elkhart, Ind., 
are being held without bail awaiting the 
verdict of the coroner’s inquest. 

The origin. of the fire is unknéwn. The 
building was an old one; built of wood, 
and burned so rapidly that all avenues of 
escape by stairways were cut off before. 
the occupants were aware of the fire. 

Officials of the Lake Shere and Michi- 
gan Southern rallroad, on whose tracks 
the train fs sai@ to have blocked the 
men, fleclare that they have-evidenco that 
the blocking ‘lasted but a few mintites, 
and that the members of the train ¢rew 
did everything in their wer to make 
way for the fire engines. fter an tnves- 
tigation by the police officials, the train 
crew was released on bonds tonight. 

The fire was fraught.with an incident 
of ‘the most distressing character. The 
little two-year-old daughter of Christian- 
sen, who lived on the third oor, was ter- 
ribly burned, her Ieft arm and her face 
being roasted. Her father, a follower of 
Dr. Dowie, refused to allow the little one 
to have medical attention, and fought 
desperately when she twas taken from 
him. He clung to the burned arm of ‘the 
child, end part of the flesh was torn from 
the membe>. When finally. the police 
forced him to give up the little one, he 
cursed them and prayed that they might 
be punished for subjecting his child to 
the worldly science of medicine. The 
father was knocked down by some person 
in the crowd and barely escaped lynching. 
He was arrested.

Jacksonville, Fla., May 6.—(Special.)—At- 
lanta added another to her long list of 
charitable deeds today, as Chairman H. 
H. Cabaniss, of the Atlanta relief dele- 
gation; Cap Joyner, of the fire depart- 
ment; W. G. Grasty, for Mayor Mims, 
and Harry Schlessinger, for: the mer- 
chants and people, stood hefore the Jack- 
sonvilie Fire Relief Association and ten- 
dered, in noble-hearted, generous words, 
the*thousands of dollars’ worth of sup- 
plies sent by the citizens of the Gate City 
to relieve the distressed of this fire-strick- 
en section. 

It was a striking scene as, gathered 
around the dust-covered tabie in.a back- 
room of the long-unused Everett house, 
man after man arose and laid at the féet 
of a sorely tried, hungry people the offer- 
ing from the citizenry of Georgia's me- 
tropolis, clothing his words with tones of 
deepest earnestness and tendering food 
'and raiment to a population whom provi- 
dence had in a few brief hours literally 
stripped of their all; and when, at the 
conclusion of Atlanta's noble act,. Bishop 
Weed, of the Episcopal church of Florida, 
arose and addressed those who had come 
to aid his fellow Floridians, his words 
thrilled with the emotions of the occasion 
as with ringing accent he acclaimed:

Arrival of the Atlantans. 

The Atlanta relief committee ‘reached 
Jacksonville at 9 o'clock this morning on 
board Superintendent Barbour Thomp- 
‘son's. private car, The committee was

Mayor Bowden introduced Chairman 
Cabaniss, who reviewed the werk of the 
Atlantans in securing funds and Supplies 
for Jacksonville and the desire on At- 
lanta’s part to do more for the stricken 
Florida city, hence their presence here. 
The speaker's references to the feelings 
of sympathy which swept over Atlanta 
when JacksonvilHe’s distress became 
known, visibly affected the association 
members, who expressed their gratitude in 
a touching manner. 

Secretary Grasty spoke on behalf of 
‘Mayor Mims, telling of the efforts on be- 
half of Jacksonville by the Gdte City’s 
.Chief executive and. pledging his hearty 
sympathy and support forthe future. 

Cap Joyner, Atianta’s able fire chief. 
then spoke feelingly of the sights and 
scenes he had viewed in his early’ morn- 
ing pilgrimage and pledgedl the imme- 
diate loan of 1,000 feet of hose from At- 
lanta’s depsertment to assist his crippled 
brother firemen in their forlorn condition.

Bishop Weed’s Remarks. 


As. Bishop Weed arose to respond to 
Atlanta’s charity on behalf of Jackson- 
ville, the scene was one that no witness 
will soon forget. The surrounding, weirg 
with their crudeness, formed a fit: set- 
ting for the. worn faces and haggard eyes 
of those who had chosen him to repre- 
sent them. On every side were sleeping 
soldiers, worn with the vigil of caring for 
a fellow being’s life and property, while 
at some tables sat men opening tele- 
grams and ietters containing donations 
and offers of aid from various paris of 
the union, while at other tables whites 
and blacks sought “ration tickets” to the 
commissaries from those empowered to 
issue them. 

The venerable bishop spokc as if jn- 
spired and with eyes uplifted, a voice 
trembling with the tears of suppressed 
emotion, he said: . 

“It was only what we could expect of 
Atlanta, Your coming here as n:essengers 
with good tidings and bearers of the 
staff of life to a stricken, hungry people 
has again entitled you and your pecple 
to a place upon the scroll of memory 
where is inscribed the good deeds of 
‘men... Ever sympathetic with a practical 
sympathy, that means more than words, 
and finds vent in accomplishing good, At- 
lanta in coming to Jacksonville's aid so 
promptly at this critical hour of cur dis- 
tress has done more for the good of hu- 
manity than countless words of prcfes- 
sion could result in.

SHE 1S: WIFE OF FIRE CHIE 


Story of Her Personal Experiences 
During Destructive Blaze—First 
Account Given by an Eye 
Witness of the Great 
Holocaust.

A large party of refugees, including a 
number of !adies, arrived in Atlanta yes- 
terday morning. Ih the party was Mrs. 
Tom Haney, wife of the chief of the Jack- 
sonville fire department. She was accom- 
panied by her little boy. Mrs. Haney is 
stopping with her husband’s mother, on 
Hemphill avenue, near Emmett street. © 

She and her husband lost all their 
worldly possessions’ in the disastrous fire 
that almost destréyed Jacksonville last 
Friday. The fire “headquarters building, 
in which Chief Haney had his residence, 
was burned to the’ground, and everything 
in. it consumed. Chief Haney almost lost 
his life in his .offorts to check the spread 
of the flames, and for several hours.was 
unconscious and@ raving in delirium. His 
teart action almost failed; and omy the 
prompt administration of hypodermic. in- 
jections of arse saved his life and 
reason. ' 

Mrs. Haney gave yesterday a most in- 
teresting accotint of her personal experi- 
ences during the great fire. 

Mrs. Haney’s Account. 

“The fire began’ about 12:45 o’clock Fri- 
day afternoon,” BHé safd, “fon one of the 
drying platforms at Cleveland’s fiber fac- 
tcry. The departgient got to the scene of 
the fire shortly after it started. The in- 
flammable material caused the blaze to 
spread rapidly, trt Tom-told me that in 
twenty or «thirty minutes after the fire- 
men arrived they haf the blaze under 
_ pijoining: ‘bafidings | 
‘were not in dangerW/hile the men were 


‘fighting this fire gome one cameé with the ! 


news that another building was on fire 
two or three blocks away. Tom sent 
some men there. They had hardly gone 
when word came that another blaze was 
raging two blocks away in another -lirec- 
tion. Some hosemen were sent to the 
place indicated. In but a few minutes 
when Tom looked around he saw eight or 
ten fires blazing furiously. A brisk wind 
was blowing, carrying the spacks in 
every direction. In half an hour ths 
Gatholic church, a half mile away from 
the original fire. was cblaze, the shingle 
roof having caught fire from some of the 
flying sparks. 

“The buildings adjoining the church 
were soon aflame, and two big fires were 
blazing at the same time. 

Was at Headquarters. 

“T was at home. in the headquarters 
‘building, when the fire began, and as soon 
as I saw. how it was growing I went to 
the place it had started to see if my hus- 
band was there. I could not find him, but 
heard some one in the crowd say that the 
chief had been taken home. I did not 
know whether he, had been killed, or 
what was the matter. 

“T hurried home as rapidly ag I could. 
It seemed as though I would never get 
there. I couldn’t get a hack nor carriage 
at any price. 

“Mr. Haney had been overcome while 
fighting the fire, and taken home and put 
in bed. As s00on as the doctor left he 
got up again and started down town. He 
Was sO weak and ill that he had gone 
but a Httle way when he fell down in 
the street and had to be brought back. I 
found him in bed when I arrived at home. 
The doctor had given him a hypodermic 
injection of arsenic, but he was wunecn- 
scious and delirious. He was talking 
about the fire, and wanted to be back 
with his men. The department was, the 
pride of jhis heart. He knew what dan- 
gerous, hard work the men were doing, 
and he feit that his place was with them. 

Carried Her Husband Out. 


‘Meanwhile the fire was rapidly ap- 
trreeching headquarters, and I realized 
that we would have to get out. Between 
8.and 4 o’clock I got a. hose wagon and 
put @ mattress in the bottom of it to 
carry Mr. Haney across the viaduct,to 
Riverside. My servant had been thought- 
ful enough to put a few clothes ina 
trunk. We saved nothing else. When we 
left home the fire was within one block 
of headquarters. The heat was intense, 
and the smoke hung in stifling clouds. As 
we drove away I looked down Ocean 
avenue. The palmetto and other trees 
that lined either side of the roadway were 


bdiazing like torches. 
No Panic Visible. 


“There was no panic, that I saw. De 
spite the fact that hundreds of women 
were left alone to save their household 
effects, I heard none of them screaming 
or crying. Many persons when they saw 
that their houses were doomed brought 
their furnitvre and trunks into the street. : 
But it could not be moved to a place of 
safety, and was all destroyed. The few 
men who had drays and wagons on the 
street were demanding from $50 to $190 ror 
thefr services. 

“One of the curious features of the fire 
was the fact that in the destroyed dis- 
tricts not a wall nor even a portion of a 
wall was left standing. A few chimneys 
were left, but the walls even of the sub- 
stantial brick buildings went down. 

‘When I left Jacksonville last night the 
debris. was st:ll burning in several places, 
but there seemed to be no lMkelihood that 
the fire would break out again. Ali tre 
women folk were being sent out of town 


yesterday, and every outgoing train was

STOREHOUSES OPEN 
DURING. YESTERDAY 


Carloads of Tents Arriving To Shel- 
ter the Homeless—Martial Law 
Rigidly Enforced —The De- 
bris Is Still Burning 

Slowly. 


Jacksonville, Fla., May 6.—The hun-. 
ger of 10,000 homeless . people was 
satisfied today upon the arrival of 
relief trains and boats bringing provisions 
from neighboring towns. Early this 
morning a commissary was established 
in the center of the city and thousands 
were fed during the day, 

The relief: fund is hourly growing and 
every mail brings offers of assistance. 

Today an order was promulgated, under 
martial law, requiring all merchants, 
whose stores were spared by the confla- 
gration, to open their doors and sell to 
all who asked. The streets have been 
crowded all day with shoppers who lost 
all in the fire and many stores will re- 
main open all night. 

It is estimated that 3,000 persons have 
left the city and every outgoing train is 
crowded with refugees. f 

Five carloads of tents were received 
today, the property of the state, which 
are to be used +by the homeless tempor- 
arily. Another shipment of tents is ex- 
pected from the government to arrive to- 
morrow. 

Tomorrow morning The Times-Union 
and Citizen will estimate the total loss 
at $11,000,000. 

These figures are based upon an item- 
ized statement furnished by a volunteer 
committee of citizens. 

Many Persons Missing. 

Rumors of loss of life are on every hand 
tonight and the river has been closely 
watched today. Mary persons have con- 
firmed the report of less of life atthe 
Market stréet wharf. Numerous‘al ¢r- 
tisements appear in the. loeal papers ask- 


ing for aid in searching for persons who} N 


are missing. As many have left the city 
for réfuge, it is impossible to ‘ascertain 
who have been lost in the Market street 
pier tragedy. 

A committee of Atlantans was here to- 
day to deliver $1,000 of provisions, prom- 
ising another car during the week. At- 
lanta also furnished by express 1,000 feet 
of hose. 

Martial law is being rigidly enforced 
and the town is quiet tonight, although 
much anxiety prevails because of the 
threats said to have been made by ne- 
groes that they would obtain. provisions 
by force at their first opportunity. 

In the eastern portion of the city the 
debris is still burning, but no-further 
outbreak of the flames is anticipated. 


SYMPATHY OF THE PRESIDENT 


Mr. McKinley Sends Telegram to the 
Governor of Florida. 

Tallahassee, Fla., May 5.—Governor 
Jennings this afternoon received the fol- 
lowing telegram: 

“El Paso, Tex., May 5, 1901.—The Gov- 
ernor of Florida, Tallahassee, Fla.:. I 
have just learned of the calamitous fire 
that has swept over the city of Jack- 
sonville and hasten to nprees the deep 
Sympathy, in common with our country, 
I feel for those who have suffered. The 
government will do all it can in the work 
of relief. WILLIAM McKINLEY.”’ 

Governor Jennings acknowledged the re- 
ceipt of the president’s message of sym- 
pathy in the following telegram: 

‘Tallahassee, Fla., May 56.—To Hon. 
William McKinley, El Paso, Tex.: We 
appreciate your sympathy for the suffer- 
ing of our people caused by the Jackson- 
ville conflagration, which is appalling, and 
thank you for the aid of the government 
so generously tendered. Estimated that 
over 10,000 are homeless and that loss will 
reach $15,000,000 No lives lost so far as 
known. Sufficient funds have been placed 
at disposal of relief association to provide 
for immediate necessities.

Grand Master Camel] Tells of Jack- 
. sonville’s Needs. 

Jacksonville, Fia., May 5.—Grand Mas- 
ted James Camell, of the Masonic grand 
lodge of Florida, tonight issued the fol- 
lowing appea] to the Masonic fraternity 
of the United States: 

“There is hardly an inhmbitant of the 
city of Jacksonville, Fla., who has not 
lost his home, business or employment, 
and in many cases all three, by the prac- 
tical destruction of our city by fire on 
May 3d.

The majority of the’ property owners 
who suffered losses have announced their 
intention of rebul'ding as soon as the de- 
bris can be removed.

SUPREME COURT WILL BE 
ASKED FOR EARLY HEARING 


State Treasurer Not Satisfied To Pay 
Out Public Property Fund to 
Teachers Until the Svy- 
preme Court Orders 
Him To Do So. 


An appeal will be taken at onee front 
the decision of Judge John S. Candler 


' directing State Treasurer’ Park to pay 


the public school teachers from that por- 
tion of the public property fund derived 
from the sale of the Northeastern rafl- 


road. 

State Treasurer R. E. Park returned to 
the city last night from Macon. He went 
down to spend the day at his farm at 
Holton, and when he learned of the de- 
cision of Judge Candler went to Macon 
to consult his attorneys with reference; 
to the further course to be pursued. 

As the treasurer stated when the ques- 
tion first came up. he intends te have the 
opinion of the highest court in ‘the state 
before he pays out any portien of the 
public property fund. 

“While in Macon I saw Mr. Dessau.” 
said Captain Park last night, “and he 
told me he would cdOme to my office to- 
morrow afternoon as soon as he had fin- 
ished his day’s work in the United States 
court. and would proceed at once to pre- 
pare the bill of exceptions to take the 


‘case to the supreme court. 

“I expect the bill to. be ready for Judge 
Candler’s signature by Monday night. In 
case it can be prepared and signed then, 
it will be filed in the supreme court Tues- 
day morning,.and a request wiil.be made 
to the supreme court to assign it for as 
early a hearing as possible. We will waive 
the twenty days’ time allowed and all 
other legal technicalities. and seek to 
have the matter determined without de- 
lay. 

Wants Highest Court’s Opinion. 
'“¢ am anxious for an early décision in 
the matter. but as I have’ stated 
along I want the case settled by. the 
highest court In the state before I pay 
out the money. If that court orders me 
to pay, out the money. I shall de so. MP. 
Dessau said he would be ready to argue 
the case before the supreme court at any 
time. and I think it possible to get a de- 
cision within two weeks. 

‘Judge. Candler’s decision does not, I 
think, go far enough. He did not pass 
upon what I considered the main issue— 
whether or not I have the right under 
that provision of the constitution to use 
the public property fund for the purpose of 
paying the teachers. I am in hopes that 
the supreme court will pass on the whole 
issue. and I feel confident that I shall 
yer be sustained in the position I have 
taken.”’ 

Captain Park states a number of his 
friends in Macon spoke to him yester- 
day with regard to the case, agreting 
with his views and stating that they be- 
Heved he would win the fight before the 
supreme court. . 

If the bill of exceptions is filed In the 
supreme court Tuesday and an assign-~- 
ment is asked for at once without re- 
quiring ten days’ notice, it will be pos- 
sible. the court willing, to have the case 
arzued before that body the latter part 
of this week or the first of next. It 
shculd then be possible to get a decision 
by or shortly after the middle of May. 

Capitol Officials Talk. 

Capitol officials are all deeply inter- 
ested in the outcome of the issue. Bt has 
been the principal topic of conversation 
among them since it originated. 

“We are all friends of Captain Park,” 
one of them remarked, ‘“‘and hope that 
the stand he has taken in this case will 
do him no harm. There is a_ feeling 
among those I have talked to, however, 
that he should pay the teachers’ warrants 
at once without waiting for a decision 
from the supreme court. The matter has 
been passed upon in a clear and logical 
manner by Judge Candler, and an e 
way out of the trouble has been provided. 
The court’s decision will afford the treas- 
urer the fullest measure of protection, 
and I can see no reason now why he 
should not proceed at:once to pay the 
warrants.”’ 

Another capitol official in discussing 
the case said he had recently seen peo~ 
ple from various parts of the state, and 
the public property fund issue wug alway, 
the first thing they mentioned. 

“T was in a railroad car with fifteen or 
twenty Georgians the other day,” he 
said. ‘and they were all discussing the 
subject. There was but one man in the 
car who disagreed with the attorney géen- 
eral’s view of the case. and within fif- 
teen or twenty minutes he was convert- 


ed and came around to the other side, 


The people out in the state, from wha 
car gather. do not understand w Pe 
treasurer should refuse to pay out the 
money when he incurs no danger to his 
bond in doing so. Of course they are not 
all fully posted on the case, and ft fs 
not unnatural, therefore, that they should 
draw erroneous conclusions.” 

Cther capitol officials are discussing 
the matter in the same way.*but none of 
them hesitates to put in a word in be- 
half of the treasurer, asserting their be- 
lief that he is actuated only by the high- 
est and most conscientious motives.

WILL CROWD ANDERSONVILLE. 


Northern People Will Attend Decora- 
tion Exercises This Month. 
Americus, Ga., May 5.—(Special.)—The 
exercises at Andersonville national cem- 
etery’ on May 30th will be upon a more 
extensive scale than heretofore. Several 
magnificent monuments have recently 
been erected there by northern states, 
notably those of Ohio and Massachusetts, 
and many northern visitors will attend 
the exercises. A special train will bring 
a large number of Pennsylvanians to the 
historic little village near Americus. A 
splendid marble temple has just been 
erected above the celebrated Providence 
spring, which a fairy legend says burst 
forth when 100,000 federal prisoners were 
confined in the stockade there, and this 
will be an object of great interest to visit- 
ors from the north. As usual, some 5,000 
negroes will go to Andersonville on that 
day, the railroads running excursions 
from all points of south Georgia and Ala- 
bama. These blacks take no part in the 
memorial exercises and but few of them 
ever gO to the cemetery. Instead, they 
picnic, gamble and dance in the woods 
near the town, and many riots and mur- 
ders have occurred there. Last year the 
Americus Light infantry preserved order. 
This year four companies of state troops 

will do police duty.

SCORES THE INDIAN AGENTS. 


Investigating Committee Presents 
Its Report to League. 


New York. May 5.—A report by the in- 
vestigating committee of the National 
Civil Service Reform League on condi- 
tions in the Indian service—with particu- 
lar reference to the appointment of 
agents—under the present administraticn 
has been presented to the council of the 
leegue. The facts and recommendations 
contained in the report have also been sub- 
mitted to President McKinley. THe re- 
port says in part: 

‘Under the system of patronage ap- 
peintments, these wards of the nation 


-have in many cases been despoiled by 


fraudulent contracts whereby the agents 
have obtained large sums of money in 
violation of law; while the morals of the 
Indians have been corrupted by the ex- 
emple of care-takers, who are = often 
drunken, br‘ital, licentious and dishonest. 
Recently the secretary of the interior re- 
quired that the bids for the leasing of 
the Indian lands should be opened and 
the leases aWarded in Washington under 
the direct si.pervision of the Indian bu- 
reau, not, as formerly, upon the reserva- 
tions. The result of this system and of 
the exposure of the fraudulent use of 
Indian lands already shows a net gain to 
the Indians of ebout $150,000, the greater 
part of which was upon the Osaze reser- 
vation alone. Nothing couid better illus- 
trate the enormous waste and presump- 
tive peculations which have existed in the 
past in respect to this one feature of I[n- 


rdian administration.” 


A number of instances are cited show- 
ing how agents have abused their power 
for their own pecuniary benefit, and with 
demoralizing consequences to the Indians. 
The report says it seems evident that 
whatever teniporary impro\@ment may be 
made by changes in the personnel of the 
Indian service, no lasting reform can be 
inaugurated without a change in ‘the sys- 
tem itself. It concludes with recommen.i- 
ations for promotion of faithful employees 
in the higher branches of the Indian 
service and designation of army officers 
as agents.

‘Dahlonega, Ga.,. May 3.—En route 
through Georgia: An examination of the 
mining situation would not be complete 
without a day spent in field work, in the 


chambers drilled through the mountain 
and a descent into the cavernous regions 
below should play a part. 

In company with Judge W. W. Murray, 
John B. Clements, a local expert in the 
lay of the land, and Mr. Catchings, the 
bright young assayist and mining en- 
gineer employed by the Crown company, 
I ascended the mountain to a point mid- 
way, where sat Henry Roberts, the noted 
tunnel-cutter, who is said to have cut 
over twenty miles of tunnel during his 
life. In this place he had just completed 
a tunnel of 250 feet straight into the heart 
of Crown mountain, from the sides of 
which, as from the pages of an open 
book, could be read the history of nature. 
Thrown up at an angle of forty-five de- 
grees, it required but little imagination 
to recall the boiling, seething liquid of the 
interior, angrily pressing the crust on its 
outer edges into varied and distorted 
shapes, not only making stratas stand al- 
most upon end, but as'‘the cooling prog- 
resséa rending them crosswise with fis- 
sures, and even twisting the stratag into 
unseemly shapes as Sherman’s soldiers 
twisted the road rails around trees.

“You no longer go to the river,” said 
General Warner grimly, “you bring it to 
you.”

Repairs and Improvements Will Be 
Made at White House While 
the Chief Executive Goes 
on His Way to the 
Coast. 


Washington, May 56.—(Special.)}—When 
chief executive of the nation goes from 
home Uncle Sam gets out his official 
broom and goes to house cleaning. Hard- 
ly had the special train bearing the pres- 
ident and his distinguished party, off for 
a holiday, crossed the District line before 
the white house was invaded by an army 
of workmen who will.put the mansion in 
immaculate spring attire. 

To the average sightseer the home of 
the president never presents a needy ap- 
pearance, but to Colonel ._Bingham’s 
watchful eye there are constant repairs 
and improvements that the absence of the 
president's family tmnakes it possible to 
carry on with convenience. The superin- 
tendent of public (buildings and grounds 
is a great favorite socially and no doubt 
he-and his charming wife would have been 
a delightful acquisition to the president’s 
party, but when the tatter leaves the 
white house it is the signal for Colonel 
Bingham to remain at home to personally 
S@e that every detail of renovation is at- 
tended to with the strictest nicety. It is 
curious to regard an army officer of dis- 
tinction in this capacity of high grade 
steward or custodian of the presfdent’s 
house, yet it is an office that is filled al- 
Ways by a man of social and executive 
experience because the scope of his duties 
is extended beyond the supervision of 
the home comfort of fie president, as he 
nat only sees to the improvement of all 
parks and government reservations and 
the beautification of government  build- 
ings, but he attends to the invitation lists 
and makes the presentations at all white 
house functions. 

During the present extended absence 
of the president, Colorel Bingham will see 
that the necessary repairs are made at 
the white house and all the hangings will 
be. removed. the great chandeliers and 
paintings covered with gauze and cool 
mattines will supersede rugs and carpets. 
When Mrs. McKinley returns she will find 
her home clean and inviting and fresh 
from brush and paint. 

Every one likes to be friends with Colo- 
nel Bingham, for his privilege to send 
flowers, cut from the government gar- 
dens daily, recommends him to universal 
favor. 


It is a curious coincidence that two 
branches of this government service are 
to have architectural increase at the 
same time. Both the department of jus- 
tice and the agricultural department are 
looking forward to the erection of new 
buildings that will add greatly to the 
beauty of the city, .The new attorney 
general, like the proverbial broom, stamp- 
ed his individualHty at once and, contrary 
to the policy of his predecessor, decided 
upor the immediate ‘erection of a de- 
partment of justice and the consequent 
erasure of a decided disfigurement of 
Pennsylvania, avenue directly opposite 
the white house. Attorney General Griggs 
labored faithfully to secure this buildirg, 
and even demolished seme _ indifferent 
buildings on the site, but the funds ap- 
provriated were not in his estimation suf- 
ficient, and he and his architects became 
inextricably tangled in the plans for the 
building, so that the project has hung fire 
for two or three years. Attorney General 
Knox being impressed with the unsightly 
spectacle of a worse than vacant lot, de- 
cided to make the best of. the govern- 
ment’s appropriation and push ahead the 
plans for building so that a new and ar- 
tistic temple of justice will soon be reared 
skyward on the avenue in close proximity 
to the Lafayette square theater and the 
new bank recently built of stone and 
beautified by a splendid bronze entrance. 


No man has ever held the portfolio 
of state with better success than John 
Hay. Despite his exalted position and 
the experience which might have spoiled 
a less perfectly balanced man, Secretary 
Hay is entirely unaffected and easy of 
approach. He has made a great amount 
of money from the sale gf his books, 
but in wealth cannot compete with his 
wife, who is several times a millionaire. 
The home life of the secretary is ideal. 
He is devoted to his two daughters, the 
elder of whom inherits her father’s 
literary tastes and has published several 
volumes of verses, and is justly proud 
of his son, recently returned with an 
honorable record from the Transvaal. 
Secretary Hay had the experience of 
newspaner work early in his career and 
a long diplomatic training in Europe. 
Having been private secretary to Lincoln 
and written a great biography of that 
heroic martyr, he is full of delightful 
reminiscences and tells a story with 
great charm of manner. The secretary 
recently celebrated his twenty-fifth wed- 
ding anniversary, and among the gifts 
he received was a manuscript letter 
written by himself to Edwin M. Stanton 
just previous to his marriage. Stanton 
was secretary of war in Lincoln’s cabi- 
net, and the letter ran somewhat after 
the following: 

“Mv Dear Stanton: There will be a 
sacrifice and crucifixion on such and 
such a day. There will be an “ltar, a 
woman in white and a victim in black. 
There will be the usual show of flowers 
and feathers, nomp and ceremony. 
Among those to whom your presence 
will afford relief and unbounded pleasure 
is the much agitated victim and your 
faithful friend, JOHN HAY.” 

This letter with other personal effects 
of Stanton came into the possession of 
a noted collector and art connoisseur 
of Washington, one Fischer by name, 
and he, having a slight acquaintance 
with Secretary Ha~ and hearing by 
chance of the latter’s impending anni- 
versary, sent the letter t& him as a 
souvemir appropriate to the day. The 
secretary ‘expressed much pleasure at 
the receipt of the letter and out of 
the incident has ~rown a sincere friend- 
ship between Mr. Fischer and the secre- 
tary of state, who is not too engulfed 
by problems of state to cherish a back 
page of personal sentimental history. 

Apropos to the days of Lincoln, I am 
reminded of one faithful woman who, 
because of failing health, resigned re- 
cently from the treasury depertment, 
having held her office outside the class- 
ified service for twenty-seven years. 
This: woman is Mrs. Marguerite Cole- 
man, who was one of the nurses caring 
for. Secretary Seward at the time of his 
attempted assassination. Mrs. Coleman 
was alone at Secretary Seward’s bed- 
side on the night of April 14, 1866, in the 
house that occupied the site .of the 
present Lafayette Square theater. An- 
other nurse, an invalid soldier named 
Robinson, had left the room temporarily 
and as Payne, the would-be assassin, 
attempted the dastardly deed at the 
same hour that Booth fired the fatal

Disposal of Aglipay. 

Boston Transcript: Although no official 
confirmation has been received at the war 
department up to noon today of the re- 
ported capture of Alejandrino, there is no 
reason to doubt its accuracy. This pretty 
well cleans up organized resistance in the 
‘Philippines. The only prominent leader 
Now in the field is Cailles, the ‘“head- 
hunter,’’ whose surrender, it is_ said, 
wou.d not be accepted except uncondi- 
tionally, such have been the atrocities 
committed ky his command. Another 
leader whose disposal is giving the ad- 
ministration some concern is Aglipay, 
commonly designated in the reports as 
the renegade priest, or the leader of the 
“Holy War,’’Aguinaldo appointed him, it 
will be recalled, in charge of the Philip- 
pine c.ergy to succeed to the ecclesiastical 
powers formerly exercised over them by 
the archbishop of Manila. When the arch- 
bishop summoned Aglipay to submit him- 
self to ecclesiastical jurisdiction, he de- 
clined, and instead prepared an address 
to the Philippine Catholics which was 
spread broadcast. 

A copy of it appears in the Heutenant 
general's report for 1900. It is an histor- 
ical appeal to the Filipinos to avoid the 
“North American heretics’’ on the one 
hand, who would sweep away the sacred 
symbols of their Catho:ic religion, and on 
the other hand, the Spanish friars whose 
dtags, ,@zlipay dé@slared, would shame 
the prince of darkness. In this way as a 
religious leader who took the field, Agli- 
pay acquired a great influence, and has 

en a troublesome foe. His forces have 
suffered severe losses with apparent un- 
concern. General Young reported on one 
occasion that during tnree days the sol- 
diers of his command had “killed 333 of 
Agiipay’s religious fanatics,’”’ and that 
the number ot the slain was attested by 
commissioned officers. Although but two 
Americans were killed and four wounded, 
such was the devotion of Aglipay’s men 
that they fought from daylight till dark 
and, according to General Young’s report, 
“there was some hand-to-hand work. bay- 
onets versus bolos, our officers and men 
magnificent.”’

OF JACKSONVILLE’S FATE 


There was a fire down in Darktcwn 
last night, and although only two small 
frame houses, at Nos. 52 and 54 College 
street, Were burned, the most intense 
excitement prevailed for half an hour. 

Women and children dashed about with 
armfuls of furniture. clothes and bric a- 
brac, if not brick-bats, while the police- 
men hustled the hundreds of sightseers 
into back seats. 

The flames leaped high ard from a Mdis- 
tance it appeared as if Darktown was 
to be a heap of smoldering ruins and 


ashy reminiscences, 

Above the loud commands of the fire- 
men, the calls of the police and the roar 
and crackling of the flames, there arose 
the voice of a woman in a high falsetto 
screech: ' 

“Dar now, .Darktown am gwine 
in smoke jest lak Jacksinwille.”’ 

In a little cottage where resided the 
Shelton family a spark got mixed up 
with a lot of clothing in a closet. The 
Sheltons had all gone off to church, and 
those who got burned out next dovor 
speak as if they will never forgive them 
for such negligence. 

When the flames leaped forth from the |

Sheltons’ clothes they were caught ~ 
the strong east wind an dcarried with 
ferocious appetite across to the home 
of Sam Watson. Sam had in the mean- 
time smelt smoke. and he and all his 
family were hustling to get their worldly 
possessions into the street. 

The fire bell rang and the fire come 
panies and about fifteen hundred citti- 
zens of Darktown came péll mel] upon 
the scene. 

Darktown is always easily excited, and 
everybody on College street, opposite the 
Grady hospital, emptied their houses 
into the streets, 

Such cries as the following arose ever 
and anon above the roar of the greedy 
flames: ‘ 

“O Lawdy, ebberyting us got is gwine 
ter git scorched.’”’ 

‘‘Whar’s ma?” 

“Dat’s hit, honney;: whar’s yer ma?” 

“OQ Lawdy, ma’s burnt up.’’ . 

‘Yer better keep yer eye on dem t’ings 
ober dar or sum fool nigger is gwine 
ter steal all yer’s got.”’ 

A stream or two of water extingufshed 
the flames, but not until ofter there had 
beén a very brilliant pyrotechnic dis- 
play. Then came darkness and shadows, 
and Darktown assumed its original som- 
berness. 


COINCIDENCE IN DEATH 


OF TWO ATLAWTANS 


A series of singular coincidences sur- 
round the death of two Atlanta citizens— 
Charles W. Whatley and J. W. Bartlas, 
both of whom died at an early hour yes- 
terday morning. 

Although occurring in different sections 
of the city, the two deaths resulted in the 
same hour and developed a very remark- 
able story. Mr. Whatley died at the res- 
idence of his father, W. C. Whatley, 343 
Edgewood avenue, and Mr. Bartlas died 
at his residence, 32 Powell street. 

During their younger days the two men 
resided in Roswell, about twenty miles 
from Atlanta, and were raised together. 
They attended the same school, and their 
boyhood associations developed an inti- 
mate friendship. 

After a time, however, they took up 
their abode in Atlanta. Yesterday morn- 
ing at the same hour—3 o’clock—the two 
friends breathed their last, both having 
been attacked with the same malady— 
consumption. 

Then came another coincidence. Both 
bodies were taken in charge by the un- 
dertaking establishment of W. H. Meyer 
& Co., and prepared for burial. The re- 
mains of both will be sent to Roswell this 
morning at 7:50 o’clock on the same train, 


to be interred in the little town where 
they were reared and in the same ceme- 
tery. 

The funeral services over both bodies 
have been arranged for 11 o’gelock this 
morning. 

Mr. Whatley was an employee of’ the 
Southern Railway Company and was for- 
merly a conductor on the road. He was 
injured in an accident at Seneca, 8. C., 
in 1891, and it is stated that he never fully 
recovered from his injuries. Lately he 
has been employed in the.office of the 
company in Atlanta. 

He was thirty-eight years of age. He 
leaves two brothers, O. W. and R. What- 
ley, and one sister, Miss Mandia What- 
ley, in addition to his father. The Order 
of Railway Conductors yesterday sent to 
the residence a beautiful floral tribute, the 
design being ‘‘Gates Ajar.”’ 

Mr. Bartlas was fifty-one years of age. 
He was attacked with a hemorrhage yes- 
terday morning and during the attack 
left his bed. He fell to the floor and was 
dead when assistance reached him. He 
is survived by a wife and children.

One of the heaviest losers by the dis- 
’ s fire in Jacksonville is Rev. Albion 
" ¥. Knight, dean of the Episcopal ca- 
thedral in Atlanta. The property de- 
stroyed which belongs to Mr. Knight and 
his‘family is valued in the aggregate at 
@bout $72,000. It is all covered-by insur- 
ance. 

Mr. Knight’s family owned eighteen 
houses in Jacksonville, seventeen of which 
Were rented as residences, and one was 

the fine family home of his wife and was 

alone worth $15,000. 

Mr. Knight’s old church, St. Andrews, 
Was not burned, as it was in East Jack- 
gonville, a portion of the city, Mr. Knight 

‘gays, which was not touched, although 
gome newspaper accounts have said that 
it was also swept by the flames. 

A large vacant tract of land lying along 
@ low section of the city and adjoining 
what is known as Hogan creek stopped 
the fire and prevented the flames from 
spreading to Wast Jacksonville. This tract 
of land is owned by Mr. Knight’s family 
and they were negotiating to build on it 
at an early date, If it had been built 
upon the fire would have crossed «he 
marsh and destroyed another section of 
the fated town. . 

Mrs. Knight’s family were burned out 
and they will all come to Atlanta and 
remain until they can rebuild. 

A sister of Mrs, Knight has written to 
her and she gives an account of the fire 
and some personal experiences which 
shows how the people suffered and are 
still suffering for shelter. She says the 
accounts in the newspapers have not been 
at all exaggerated. 

Dean Knight Talks About Fire. 

Mr. Knight was seen at his residence by 
@ reporter of The Constitution last night 

and he gave some interesting facts about 
the great conflagration. 

_ The portion of the city that was burn- 
ed,”’ he said, “is almost the entire old 
corporate limits. The fire destroyed all 
the oldest stores and residences. But for 

@ vacant tract of land by Hogan creek,. 

which is owned by my family, the fire 

would have gone into East Jacksonville. 

The portion of the city to the west of 

the old town limits, and which is being 

built up with fine residences, was spared. 

My old church, St. Andrews, which is 

the prettiest church edifice in the city, 

was not burned as it is in East Jackson- 
ville. St. Johns, the oldest Episcopal 
church in the city, was burned, however. 

My wife’s home that cost $15,000 was a 

total loss. A block of store houses, which 

were occupied by R. DD. Knight & Co., 
wholesale house furnishers, was burned. 

Our family owned that. It cost $35,000. We 

owned altogether seventeen residences 

which we rented and the family home. 

I think our total loss will be about $72,009. 

The bank building was worth $44,000. Our 

block on Bay street was probably the 

handsomest in the business ‘portion of 

Jacksonville. We expect my wife’s fam- 

ily here in a few days and they will re- 

main with us until they can rebuild their 
home.,”’ 
Mrs. Knight’s Sister Writes. — 

Mr. Knight read portions of a letter 
which Mrs. Knight received from her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Ada N. Mitchell. The writer 
states that the newspapers had not ex- 
aggerated the fire at all, It resembled a 
great prairie fire, she said, and it swept 
with a force and velocity that was fright- 


“We turned our backs on our dear old 
home,’”’ Mrs. Mitchell writes, “for we did 
mot wish to see it  ~»burn., That 
night we ate supper in a barn 
and were near a horse eating 
hay. We were glad to get even that 
sort of shelter. But there were so many 
worse off than we were that we did not 
grumble, Many people worried themselves 
getting their household goods into the 
streets Only to see them burned up on 
the sidewalks. We managed to save all 
the old family silver, except one 
plece. The people in the districts | 
which were not burned were kind as they 

be. and threw their doors open to 
all who wanted shelter. We are doing 
well now with friends and will come to 
Atlanta in a few days.”’

Debate Is Expected Over the Meas- 
ure Proposed by Councilman 
Kontz, To abit Op- 
eration of Turf Ex- 


changes in State.

Inless al] signs: fail the meeting of 
council this afternoon will be a warm one. 
There are several matters of more or less 
importance that are to come up for con- 
sideration and it is more than probable 
that the session will witness some inter- 
esting debates. 

Chief among the important matters to 
come before the city fathers will be the 
proposition of the chamber of commerce 
to, sell to the city the city hall building. 
A committee consisting of J. K, Orr, 
Jacob Haas, W. A. Hemphil, T. H. Mar- 
tin and Lewis Beck has been appointed 
from the chamber of commerce to sub- 
mit an offer to council today. 

After these gentlemen have been heard 
from it is probable that the matter will 
be referred to the finance committee of 
council for investigation and report, so 
that the proposition will not come before 
the general body for action’ for several 
weeks at least. The building will prob- 
ably be offered to the city government on 
condition that a debt of $37,500 be assumed 
by the purchaser. 

Health Officer Again Up. 
The health officer ordinance is expected 
to be acted upon by council this after- 
noon. It has already been adopted by 
council, but in the aldermanic board it 
was amended. As amended the favorable 
action of council was concurred in by the 
aldermen and the paper now goes back 
to become a law, provided the mayor ap- 
proves it. 

The amendments added to the paper in 
the aldermanic board are believed, by 
many members of council, to be proper 
ones, and it is highly probable that the 
ordinance will be passed today without 
discussion. It will then be transmitted to 
the mayor for his signature. In the event 
he approves the measure, the election of 
a health officer will take place in a few 
weeks. 

Already four names have been sug- 
gested for the position, and it is expected 
that the race for the office will be an 
interesting one. The physicians whose 
names have been mentioned as possible 
candidates are Dr. J. P. Kennedy, Dr. 
T. H. Kenan, Dr. Claude A. Smith and 
Dr. Robert W. Westmoreland. It is un- 
derstood that friends of these gentlemen 
are very active in their behalf. 

Concerning Tuyf_ Exchanges: 

Another matter that is expected to cause 
a debate will be the Kontz ordinance 
designed to have the legislature pass laws 
prohibiting the operation of turf ex- 
changes in the state of Georgia. 

When this ordinance was introduced 
some weeks ago it was referred to the 
ordinance committee. The members of 
the committee are divided over the meas- 
ure. The ordinance will be reported un- 
favorably by a majority of the committee, 
but Councilman Kontz, its author, will 
submit a minority report recommending 
that the ordinance be adopted. 

Other members of the committee are op- 
posed to the operation of turf exchanges 
in Atlanta, but do not -wish to have any 
State laws passed geverning such mat- 
ters. -Councilman Hill stated during the 
meeting of the committee that the best 
thing to do was to license the exchanges, 
bring them into the city under strict po- 
lice supervision and prevent minors from 
frequenting such places, Councilman 
Kontz will probably insist upon favor 
able action on his ordinance and a lively 
debate is anticipated. 

There are other matters that will come 
up this afternoon which will serve to 
keep the councilmen busy. 


THE FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 


Special Service Held Yesterday for 
Colored Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association. 

A special service was held last night 
at. the First Congregational church, 
colored, for the colored Young Men’s 
Christian Association, which attended in 
a body. Dr. H. R. Butler, the president, 
made a short and appropriate address 
on the work of the association. Rev.

Atempt Last Saturday Hight to 
Blow Up the Building, 


AFFAIR SURROUNDED 
BY GREAT MYSTERY 


Some One Slipped Into Crematory. 
Yards on Hulsey Street and 
Threw Dynamite Stick in 
‘Furnace—Neighbar- 
hood Excited. 


An attempt was made to blow up the 
crematory on Hulsey street late Sat- 
urday night and city detectives are now 
engaged in trying to ascertain who it 
was that used the dynamite. The affair 
created great excitement in the neigh- 
borhood of the crematory and a number 
of hurried calls were sent to the police 
barracks for officers. 


Some ,one had slipped into the crema-_ 


tory yard and placed a stick of dyna- 
mite in a fire door. While the workmen 
were busy on the insfde of the building 
there was a muffled roar, and brick, 
mortar and pieces of iron were hurled 
into the air. Peovle in nearby  resi- 
dences rushed to their doors, believing 
that an earthquake had shaken the 
town. The workmen in the crematory 
ran out not knowing what had hap- 
pened. "i 

The force of the exnlosion had been 
sufficient to tear out one of the furnaces 
and break down an iron door. 

No one was near the place where the 
explosion occurred and there were no 
casualties to report. 

Whoever made the attempt to blow 
up the crematory with dynamite must 
have watched the men within and se- 
lected a time when there was no danger 
of being detected. ,

it is not the actual monetary damages 
that is worrying the furnace men. What 


they would like to ascertain is who com- 


mitted the crime and what iue motive 
could have been. 
Objections to Crematory. 

It hag been said that certain persons 
residir~ near tne crematory have 
strongly objected to it and efforts have 
been made to get the crematory moved 
to some other section of the city, But 
no one is able to say that this had 
anything to do with the attempted de- 
struction of the plant. s 

There have been negroes discharged 
and revenge may have been a motive 
for the crime. 

The crematory is operated by the Les- 
ter Furnace Company, which destroys 
garbage for the city by cremation at a 
stipulated price. It is located near 
what is known as Monroe Bank on Hul- 
sey street. The plant is close to the 
tank of the Atlanta Gas Light Com- 
pany. 

In hauling the garbage to the crema- 
tory it is necessary to drive the carts 
by residences not far from the plant 
and this is said to have ~iven some of- 
fense to citizens residing along the 
route. 

It has never been contended that the 
crematory gave offense from any bad 
odors. 

Saturday night about: 10:30 o’clock the 
explosion occurred and after the excite- 
ment subsided there were all sorts of 
rumors about the affair. 

What the Detective Says. 

City Detective Simpson was detailed on 
the case and he was at the crematory 
in a few minutes after the explosion. 

“I have found no clew which will yet 
lead me to make any statement about 
the matter,’’ said the detective to a .re- 
porter of The Constitution yesterday. 
“I investigated the crime closely and 
there is no doubt in my mind but what 
dynamite was used to blow up the plant. 
The spot selected was where fire fur- 
naces are located that are not in use. 
The dynamite must have been thrown 
into the furnace and the person throw- 
in~ it ran away in the darkness and 
escaped detection. Of course, I have 
been placed in possession of all sorts 
of suggestions and suspicions, but these 
cannot be given out, and, in fact, are 
not of much value. The crematory peo- 
ple are very anxious to have the mat- 
ter probed to the bottom and I will do 
the best I can. It is one of those crimes 
that is hard-to ferret out and the work

These are the 
trustees of the Southern Baptist Theo- 
logical seminary at Louisville and the 
committee on co-overation. The latter 
body is composed of three members 
from each of the three boards of the 
convention, the foreign mission board, 
located in Richmond; the publication 
board, tocated in Nashville, and the 
home mission board, located in Atlanta. 

Dr. Landrum is president of the latter 
board and Rev. Dr. Kerfoot and Rev. 
Dr. Tichenor are the two secretaries. 

A great deal of interest centers in the 
election of a president for the conven- 
tion. Governor Northen has held the of- 
fice for two successive terms, and it is 
not known whether he will accept the 
honor for another term. Already sev- 
eral names of prominent men are being 
mentioned for the vlace. They are: 
Governor Head, of Louisiana’ Governor 
Longino, of Mississip~’ Governor Ay- 
cock, of North Carolina, and General 
Stephen D. Lee. 

It is stated that the reports to the 
convention will show the largest num- 
ber of accessions to the church and the 
largest amount of monev raised known 
in the history of the convention.

II Corinthians, v, 14: “The love of 
Christ constraineth us.” Dr. Riley said: 
It is a settled principle of philosophy 
that one never acts but from motive. By 
motive is meant that which moves to the 
doing of anything. We are all familiar 
with such 
motive. They imply substantially the 
same thing—action under impulse. Every 
intelligent being is impelled, in his con- 


duct, by that power within him which ex-. 


cites to action and determines choice. 
Back of motive, however, lies character, 
from which conduct must take color or 
complexion. There can be but two classes 
ef character in the world—the good and 
the evil. Within these spheres there 
may be a difference in degree and is. 
That is to say, that some are better, oth- 
ers much better than others still, as in 
the opposite sphere some are far worse 
than others. These distinctions are clear- 
ly recognized in the Bible, but at last it 
draws the dividing Hne between the mar 
saved and the man unsaved. Only when 
cleansed and purified by the presence of 
Christ in the soul can a character as it 
finds @xpression in conduct be aceept- 
able to God. 

The nature of al} action, its spirit, its 
aim, is derived from character. In the 
gaze of the world and in order to procure 
the favorable judgment of our fellows, we 
may dissemble our real purposes, we 
may varnish and veneer our conduct, and 
by jugglery and plausibility give it a fair 
show, but ‘He who looketh not on the 
outward appearance, but upon the heart,’ 
estimates the motive alone. When we 
suppose that we deceive God we only de- 
ceive ourselves. 

The great motive or propelling power 
of every Christian man and woman is 
the love of Christ. This is the central 
and solitary motive—source—the world 
over. The man regenerated in the heart 
of China or upon the shores of the cir- 
cumpolar seas is as verily swayed by this 
motfve as is one converted in Christian 
America. Nor is this asserting that all 
are equally lofty in character and con- 
duct; for they aré not; but the central 
cause is the same:in each instance—the 
love of Christ. As from a central elec- 
tric plant there issue lines of locomotion 
and light, reaching toward every point of 
the compass, so from the central Christ 
there is imparted this impulse that moves 
a saved world. It is easy for people to 
be deluded by conduct merely, and its 
results. This is especially true when it 
evokes the plaudits of the public. Yet 
behind many a fair expression of action 
is the dark design of selfishness and 
criminality. Only when the character is 
pure can the conduct be. This purity of 
character must always presuppose— 

I. Union with Christ. Nor does this mean 
merely a profession of religion. Impor- 
tant as this is, and incumbent as it is, 
when the vital change comes to the heart, 
yet if it be profession alone, it is the 
veriest mockery—sounding brass and a 
tinkling cymbal. Union with Christ 
means the subordination of everything 
to Christ: it means the absolute accep- 
tance of Christ; it means the infusion of 
our own weak wills into his own mightier 
will. This comes in the birth-hour of 
the soul, without which all mere decla- 
ration is worse than nothing. This sol- 
itary condition as the initial principle 
of union with himself, the Master enun- 
ciated centuries ago in His memerable 
interview with Nicodemus—“Except a 
man be born from above he cannot see 
the kingdom of God.’’ Every saved man 
in the world today has complied with this 
declaration. Every one who is hereaf- 
ter to be saved must do so, be he prince 
or pauper, renowned or obscure. Like 
every other principle in the gospel, this 
is very old, yet it is ever new. It means 
a new heart, a new character, a new life, 
anew man. It is Christ dwelling in the 
heart by faith—Christ formed within us, 
the hope of glory. 

II. This union with Christ prepares for 
the direction to be given by this motive 
power. Love to Christ is awakened by 
love of Christ. Under these inspiring 
auspices the soul starts upon a new ca- 
reer. ‘Old things are passed away, be- 
hold! all things have become new’’—new 
prospects, new purposes, new motives—all 
is new. The man is changed; life is 
changed; plans are changed; all is 
changed—self is sunk out of sight, and 
the glory of-God is sought. The char- 
acter of the life henceforth bears the 
image and superscription of Jesus Christ. 
Passion is no longer the driving power, 
prejudice no longer holds sway; pride is 
banished; revenge gives place to love, 
and sordid interest controls no more— 
but the love of Christ constrains. <A 
Christ likeness is seen in the man’s con- 
duct and is heard from his lips. Hereto- 
fore he has been dominated @y self—here- 
after he is cpnstrained by that loftiest of 
all motives—the love of Christ. 

No man ever did rise to do noble things 
while his motive concerned only self and 
self-interest. All noble lives have been 
spent in service to others. All the best 
lives in private spheres have been self- 
denying lives. All the heroic lives in public 
spheres have been the lives of patriots,

the lives of the generous, the pitying, 
the helpful. Beside the life of that mon- 
ster of selfishness, Napoleon, that of a 
Gladstone is like the noonday sun to the 
glow-worm, in comparison. In the six- 
teenth century two Spaniards left the 
coasts of Spain, going in different direc- 
tions—one toward tropical America, the 
other toward the Portuguese Indies, Pi- 
zarro, in search of spoils in distant 
South America: Xavier, in search of 
souls in the far east. The one with 
fire and sword spread consternation and 
desolation wherever he went and enrich- 
ed himself in booty; the other, in tire- 
less devotion, spread love, joy and peace 
over the islands of the sea awA into far- 
off India. Two adventurers, DeSoto and 
lAvingstone, penetrate different regions of 
the earth—the one a hunter of spoils in 
America, the other a hunter of souls on 
the Dark Continent. The struggles of the 
Netherlanders brought forth two conspic- 
uous characters as contestants—Philip 
II of Spain, and William of Orange, a 
Dutchman. The one: was rapacious, cruel, 
and diabolical, the other patriotic, liberty- 
loving, generous and self-sacrificing. The 
name of one will rot in infamy to the 
joy of all; the name of the other will be 
embalmed in the flower-crowned annals 
of song. What an infmense distance lay 
between the careers of Warren Hastings 
and William Carey; in India! 

Before the tribitinal of history concern- 
ing these two classés of character there 
can be but one decision. Even a calm and 
dispassionate humanity can easily dis- 
cern the differences between greed of 
one class and the lofty purpose of the 
other. How much vaster must be the 
difference in the mind of the Judge of all 
the earth? Achievements of daring se- 
ishness may dazzle, but they go out in 
utter darkness as sank “the star.of 
destiny’’ amid the gloom of Waterloo! 

Nothing lives like a noble action—a no- 
ble, consecrated life, uncontaminated by 
sordid selfishness. Jt is borne like a torch 
along the ‘centuries by the uplifting hand 
of God, still irradiating, still cheering. 
Like a star taking its place in the stel- 
lar ranks upon the fields of space, it 
adds its glitter to the clustering radiance 
and pours its mellow light upon a dark 
world. 

III. Now, what are the practical fruits 
of such motive power? 

It propels toward greater holiness. It 
expands the nower of usefulness. The 
more good ore does the better is he pre- 
pared to do good. “To him that hath, 
shall be giv-n.'’ The more one loses his 
life in a good cause, which involves the 
uplifting of men and the glory of God, the 
more does he find it. Christian history 
is adorned with thousands of worthies, 
who in poverty and distress prosecuted 
with consuming zeal the cause in which 
they were enlisted. 

Take the ¢areer of Paul. He plunged 
into the seething mass of heathenism in- 
spired solely by the love of Christ, and 
though despised, imprisoned, persecuted, 
beaten with stripes, stoned, he held in 
his way with the loftiest of trfwmphant 
shouts: “None of these things move me.”’ 
In famed Corinth, with its streets lined 
with architectura) beauty, its homes of 
grandeur, its highways thronged with 
the glittering chariots of the wealthy, 
jis marts of trade flooded with the silver 
and gold of the opulent, its harbors at 
Cenchrea crowded with the argosies of 
the rich, in the midst of scenes like these 
moved a poor Jewish preacher, whom the 
honored and the wealthy did not disdain 
to notice. Where now is Corinth, with 


its glory and grandeur—where the great. 


world of selfishness embodied in {ts 600,- 
000 souls? Hither they had come, Jews, 
Greeks, Romans, lusting for gain, and 
they got it. But what is there that lives 
today that was then connected with that 
fated Grecian city? 

Where now are the great, the wealthy, 
the proud, the haughty of ancient Cor- 
inth? What wag done by. means of their 
fabulous wealth to make the world bet- 
ter? Who from the ranks of all the thou- 
sands of the wealthy linked his name 
with a single deed that the world gladly 
recalls? From the midst of all this seeth- 
ing mass of giddiness and rapacity one 
name is associated with Corinth which is 
inseparabiy bound up im the_ world’s 
rv ige Hg poonseen, and that is the name 
of the despised, tent-making preacher, 
the motto of whose life was— 

“The love of Christ constraineth us.”

Two Sides to the Story—Cooper 
Claims He Was Abused and 
First Struck by Dickey. 


J. M. Cooper, a white youth,- and a 
paperhanger by trade, is locked up at 
police barracks on the charge of assault 
with intent to murder.

I hit him on the head with a half pint 
flask that was nearly empty.”’

Remarkable facial resemblances’ be- 
tween two persons, the one a celebrity, 
the other of humble station, are not un- 
common. They are popularly ealled 
‘*‘doubles.” 

My professional duties having brought 
me in contact with many famous people 
in London and New York, I have discov- 
ered what may justly be termed an un- 
exploited field in physiognomy, which 
carried the large arm of resemblance 
much futher than has previously been 
attempted. 

Many English celebrities have their ex- 
act counterparts in the United States. 
What is even more extraordinary, ‘the 
English original and his American 
‘double’ are, with scarcely an exception, 
of equal importance in the social scale, 
have often achieved fame in the same 
walk of life, and have almost identical 
tastes. ; 

Note the surprising resemblance  be- 
tween Mr. Conan Doyie and Mr. Thomas 
Nelson Page. Both are actors. Mr, 
Page being as well known fn America as 
the creator of ‘“‘Sherlock Holmes” is in 
this country. Neither seriously intended 
pursuing a literary career. 

Mr. Page was reared on the family 
plantation, and wrote ‘‘nigger’’ poems and 
stories for his own amusement.

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. Dr. Quillan spoke on the text, “Christ, 
our passover is sacrificed for us; there- 
fore let us keep the feast, not with old 
leaven, neither with the leaven of malice 
and wickedness, but with the unleavened 
bread of sincefity and truth,’’ Corinthians 
v, 7-8. ; 

“The ceremonial rites, types and shad- 
ows of the Jewish dispensation find ful- 
fillment in the Christian dispensation. 
They are meaningless apart from Christ 
and His work and reign, but illumined 
by the Hght that streams from Him 
they become very instructive to men to- 
day. 

‘Paul made use of one of the most 
important of all Jewish rites, that of the 
feast of the passover, in reproving the 
church at Corinth for its uncleanness and 
| wickedness, tn which he sets forth the 
whole Christian life as a, feast that is to 
be observed in its living with as much 
scrupulous care as was observed in this 
Jewish feast: exhorting them to purge 
out from tHeir lives all corruption of 
malice and wickedness, andtobefilled with 
sincerity and truth, and giving as a rea- 
son therefor, the glorious truth that 
Christ, our pas er, is sacrificed for us. 

‘‘That we may understand the full force 
of this allusion we need to remember the 
significance of the passover to the Jews. 
To them it commemorated their libera- 
tion from Egyptian bondage, and the 
lash of cruel task-masters—the breaking 
of their allegiance to Pharaoh and their 
acceptance of Moses as their leader and 
deliverer. This was done only after 
the first born of all the Egyptians 
were slain by the destroying angel, whilst 
none of the Iraelites, who had placed the 
blood of the paschal lamb upon the lin- 
tel and door posts of their houses were 
harmed. In al! this the apostle sees the 
benefits that accrue to men through the 
death of Christ as our passover, slain for 
us, making {t possible for men to be de- 
livered from bondage to satan, and thrust 
out into.a new Hfe—on the road to God’s 
holiness, peace and purity, with Christ as 
their leader and deliverer; for, ‘without 
the shedding of blood there is no remis- 
sion of sins.” 

‘Let us study the passover in the slay- 
ing of the lamb, as it related to Christ, 
and learn its stgnificance to us. 

“Before entering. upon the observance 
of the passover one had to cleanse his 
house fzom all leaven and eat unleavened 
bread for seven days, the full period of 
the feast. So men, before entering upon 
a Christian life, must get rid of all sin 
by faith in Christ and keep the feast of 
Christianity a® the days of their life by 
having their hearts cleansed from all 
malice and wickedness, and in sincerity 
and truth feed upon Christ. They eat 
the passover with bitter herbs, pointing 
to their tears of repertance that are 
always present in a Christian's life. They 
ate with their loins girded, their shoes 
on their feet and their staff in their 
hand. and in haste. So Christians are to 
live as pilgrims and strangers, ready to 
go in a moment, not knowing when the 
order to move into the heavenly Ca- 
naan will come. Finally, none of the 
lamb was to be left. but all eaten; so 
Christians must take all of Christ’s teach- 
ings and doctrines, not a part, and carry 
them into all the affairs of life, with the 
new leaven of sincerity dnd truth. By so 
doing, men will have broken the yoke of 
bondage to Satan, and will escape the de- 
struction which God has determined 
against those who regard not His word 
when He sends the avenging angel at the 
last day.: So let us observe the feast 
of Christ, who is our passover sacrificed 


for us.” 
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Dr. William J. Holtzclaw preached on 
“The Nature and Evidence of a Bible 
Conversion,’ the text being the latter 
part of the ninth verse of the second 
chapter of the first epistle of Peter: 
“Shew forth the praises of Him who 
hath called you out of darkness into His 
marvelous light.” The pastor said in 


part: 

“True religion is not a system of 
amendments, but it is a change of char- 
acter. Old things pass away and all 
things become new. A man’s views 
change, his disposition changes, and his 
actions change. Too many get the idea 
of amendment. The rich young ruler’s 
notion about good works is entertained 
by very manv at the present time. 

“The Bible pictures man’s condition be- 
fore and alter conversion. Before con- 
version he is in spiritual darkness. Men 
loved daraness rather than light, because 
their deeds were evil. Saul of Tarsus was 
in this darkness before his conversion. 
Simon the sorcerer made a. profession of 
faith and was baptized, but remained in 
the gall of bitterness and the bond of 
iniquity. There is no record of his change 
of heart. Not so in the case of Paul, his 
public profession and his after-life showed 
that he was a changed man, The con- 
verted man steps into the marvelous 
light. His action is more than a flaming 
profession. The pharisee’s profession 
was loud, but the publican went home 
with the blessing. A broken and contrite 
heart, O God, thou wilt not despise. His 
action stands for more than an external 
reformation. A man may quit getting 
drunk and become a sober man, but at 
heart he may. be a bad man after all. 

“A whited sepulcher may be full of 
rottenness. The change which takes 
place in a Bible. conversion is one that 
erucifies the old man and produces the 
new man. : 

“One of the best evidences of a man’s 
conversion is that he wants to do some- 
thing to bring others to Christ. This 
is true of Andrew, who brought Simon 
Peter to Christ, and of the woman of 
Samaria, who brought a whole town to 
hear the preaching of Christ, many of 
whom accepted Him as a personal Sa- 
vior. It is for this reason that we are 
commanded to let our light shine. For 
this reason we have the great commission, 
“Go ye, therefore, and teach dll nations,’ 
and for this reason we are to ‘lay by in 
store upon the first day of the week as 
God has prospered us.’ For this reason 
we organize mission boards, and send 
missionaries to the heathen lands. To ‘be 
converted means to be at Christ’s dispo- 
sal. It means to be a worker in His 
vineyard. What are we doing to show 
forth His praises who has brought us out 
of darkness into the marveldus light?’

“But deliver us from evil,”” Matthew 
vi, 13, was Dr. Bridewell’s text and his 
sermon thereon was full of interest to 
his hearers from beginning to end, and 
held their closest attention. A synopsis of 
the discourse follows: . 

“ ‘But deliver us from evil.” This pe- 
tition is altogether different from the one 
which precedes it. It is the simplest and 
most natura] utterance of the heart. All 
the world has been uttering it uncon- 
sciously since Adam was driven from 
Eden’s garden. It is a petition which we 
should have offered even had Christ not 
taught it to us. It is the prayer of hu- 
manity in its pain and in its sorrow, as 
well as in its conviction of its own sin- 
fulness. It is a prayer wrung from the 
heart of man when plagued by the ilis 
that flesh is heir to, when beset by some 
terrible calamity. It is the first and most 
natural utterance of the heart, in the 
midst of sickness, sorrow and trial—-‘de- 
liver us from evil.’ Whatever debate there 
may be concerning the origin of evil, there 
is and can be none touching the exist- 
ence of evil. To the most superficial ob- 
server this world is an evil world. The 
presence of sin in the world presents to 
some minds a great difficulty. If God did 
not create it, why does He not expe! it? 
they ask, If He tolerates it is there not 
a flaw in His perfect goodness? Men have 
endeavored to find a solution of this diffi- 
culty in theories like agnosticism and 
Manicheeism, old in name, but alive in 
fact and clothed even in scriptural lan- 
guage. 

“But it was left to a woman in the 
closing years of the nineteenth century to 
announce the most novel and startling 
theory of the existence of evil. Mrs. Eddy 
cut the Gordian knot in two and solved 
the difficulty for us by assuring us that 
there is no such thing as sin; that we 
have been humbugged into believing that 
evil, or error, exists. Who has humbugged 
us she has not been so kind as to tell us. 
‘If good, or God be real,’ she says, ‘then 
evil, the opposite of God, is unreal.’ ”’

“Who is willing this day to con- 


secrate his service to God?”’ 

Rev. Sherman B. Moore began yester- 
day a protracted meeting at the First 
Christian church and hence greeted his 
people with the above pertinent question, 
though his text was: ‘“O, Lord, revive 
Thy work,’ from which he preached a 
forcible sermon on the subject of revivals, 
showing how they differ from protracted 
meetings. 

“What is a revival?’ he asked and in 
his elaborated answer he made clear the 
statement that “‘a rivival is a renewal of 
vitality.’’ 

“A revival must also awaken renewed 
interest in the salvation of others,’’ was 
the second topic. 

“A true revival must begin within the 
church if we are to have one; an aroused 
spiritual awakening must run first up and 
down the lines of this church member- 
ship,’’ the minister said. 

“There may be many accessions without 
much revival and great excitement often 
results’ in an injury to the real upbuild- 
ing of a church; yet extra protracted 
meetings are often needful, for special 
effort will bring forth special results. 

“It has been charged in common par- 
lance,’ Mr. Moore said, “that revival 
members do not stick;,’ he thought as 
many of such members ‘stick’ as do any 
other kind, and cited the results of a re- 
vival in th hearts of John and Charles 
Wesley and a few other young men; also 
a few wonderful facts in the hostory of 
the Christian church. 

“A general revival is the chief need of 
the world today. There is need of a re- 
vival of pure doctrine, of the pure gospel 
of Jesus Christ. Need of a revival of pure 
living, such living as James urges when 
he says ‘Keep yourselves unspotted from 
the world!’ Three things are necessary 
to the success of a revival—prayer, per- 
sonal effort and community of action. 
May God help us to win souls for Christ.”’ 

The subject of Mr. Moore’s discourse to- 
night will be ‘‘Danger Signals in History.”’ 
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MOORE MEMORIAL. 
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The sacrament of the Lomi's supper was 
celebrated yesterday morning at Moore 
(Memorial church. A very large congre- 
gation, nearty all of which were commu- 
nicants, was present. 

Dr. A. R. Holderby spoke on the ‘‘Lord’s 
Supper; What It Is and Who May Par- 
take of It.’’ 

He said in part: 

“The Lortl’s supper is a sacrament of 
the New Testament whereby the giving 
and receiving bread and wine according 
to Christ's appointment His death is 
showed forth. This is about the language 
of our shorter catechism. By this sacra- 
ment we commemorate the sufferings and 
death of our Lond. It is both a memorigl 
and a prophecy. It looks backward to 
the death of Christ. It looks forward to 
His second coming. The elements of the 
supper are bread and wihe. These sym- 
bols being external, it cannot matter as 
to the kind of bread or the kind of wine. 
Any kind of bread or wine set apart by 
prayer may be used as the sacrament. 

“In this ondinance we feed upon Christ 
by faith. he sacrainent is designed to 
signify and seal the benefits of Christ 
and the covenant of grace to believers. 
We need all the benefits which flow from 
the death of Christ as set forth in this 
sacrament. The body and blood of Christ 
are not really present in the bread and 
wine. But the sufferings and death of 
Christ are spiritually present to the faith 
of those who worthily receive the sacra- 
ment. 

“Neither is this sacrament a repeti- 
tion of the sacrifice of Christ on the cross. 
Christ made once for all the only true sac- 
rifice and it.is not to be repeated. 

“The sacrament of the Lord's supper 
ts intended also to express our thankful- 
ness for the work of Christ in giving us 
salvation and eternal life. For this reason 
it is called ‘the Eucharist.’ 

“Tr is also a means of our communion 
with Christ and with one another. Hence, 
it is called the ‘communion.’ The Lord's 
supper is called ‘the sacrament’ b¢cause 
it is a means of grace and a pledge on our 
part to be the Lord's. 

“Ft is not for me to say who shall come 
to this table. It is the Lord's table. It 
is not a Presbyterian table. It is a mat- 
ter between you and God. For my pari I 
am ready to take the sacrament with any 
one who believes in the Lord Jesus Christ 
as his Savior and who is striving to live 
a holy life. I care not for the name of 
the church. I do not think the name cf 
the church cuts much figure with the 
Lord. 

“All who love. t*°. name of Jesus as 
far as I amex” thy come to this. 
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Rev, Dr, Landrum preached yesterday 
morning on the text, Matthew vi, 33: 
“Seek first the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness and ai] these things shall 
be added unto you.”’ He said in part: 

“‘God’s riches, the resources of His king- 
dom on earth, mental] and material, spir- 
itual and temporal, are sufficient fully to 
satisfy every being and all beings. There 
need be a famine nowhere, but a feast 
everywhere. India may be as: healthy 
as America and the beggar as the billion- 
dollar trust; the multitude and the indl- 
viduals composing it, whatever their di- 
versity, in every climate, country and civil- 
ization may enjoy all the good things 
they require. Let them but come into 
God’s kingdom: and all things wiil be add- 
ed unto them where they are appropri- 
ated in God’s way and upon God’s terms. 
It is possible for every soul to own all 
ft can utilize of the Almighty Father’s 
illimitable wealth. God’s kingdom is @ 
present fact. It is moreover a practical 
experience. You make a grievous crror 


if you suppose it comes on Sunday and” 


goes on Monday, or that its interests are 
those of the soul and not of the dedy, of 
the church and not of the state, of eterni- 
ty and not of time. It Knows nothing 
of the distinction between sacred aral sec- 
ular. It sweeps the universe. It takes in 
the mineral kingdom, the vegetable kirg- 
dom, the animal kingdom, as well as the 
realm of souls regenerated by the Holy 
Spirit. Things are not divisible into sa- 
cred and secular. All things are sacred. 
Work is not distinguishable into religious 
and secular. The body is sacred, the mind 
is sacred, the spirit is sacred. To crank 
an electric. car on the. thoroughfares of 
Atlanta, to cook a dinner, to pave a street, 
to but!d a viaduct, to sell a yard of tape or 
uprear the Empire building, the most 
simple and thé most insignificant act or a 
great economic enterprise are sacred if 
done by a subject of the kingdom of God, 
Monday is as sacred as Sunday, the mafr- 
ket as the churech,,the newspaper as the 
Bible to the thov#hts of an intelligent 
child of the kingdom of God. ‘Whether, 
therefore, ye eat or drink or whutsoever 
ye do, do all for the glory of God.’ 
“The kingdom is not visionary. It is 
rational optimism, It exists not merely 
to save as many individual souls as pos- 
sible, but to get hell out of the world and 
to bring heaven into the world. The king- 
dom means the uplifting and perfecting 
of human society as a whole; it means 
leavening and saving society in the twen- 
tieth century; it means the sanctifying 
of all human institutions ‘and the 
sweetening of all human relations. Do 
not imagine it a mere mystical experi- 
ence: do not confound it with some ideal 
repubiic away off on some island of self- 
ish separation from the so-called secular 
and matefial world. ‘The kingdom of 
heaven,’ said Jesus, ‘is among you.’ It 
is now in the world; it is the great power, 
more potent than gravity and more neces-

He said in part: 

“Paul was the apostle of the personal 
pronoun. Even in.the most rugged and 
abstract passages of his logic the heart- 
beat of qa strenuous personality is dis- 
cernible, The.insistence of his TI’ and 
‘my’ and ‘me’ indicates that after all 
the evidence was in, the mightiest argu- 
ment for Christianity with Paul was his 
own personal experience of grace. 

**T am what Iam.’ ‘But what are you, 
Paul?’ If pressed for an answer I think 
he would have said: ‘Well, I am not what 
I once was.’. That is the argument wun- 
answerable. It shuts off debate. It puts 
an end to controversy. ‘I can answer 
your arguments,’ said an infidel, ‘but I 
cannot answer your lives.” Many a man 
hag drifted ipto all kinds of unbelief and 
rejection of doctrinal. Christianity, only 
to run by and by against: his mother’s 
Godly life as a Christian—which beats 
down his objections as a battering ram 
beats down filmsy walls. ‘Ye are my 
witnesses,’ said Christ. It becomes a 
Christian to speak oft with himself on 
this point. ‘What is the difference be- 
tween me as I was and as lam?’ What- 
ever that. difference is, it is the vital 
value of your Christian lHfe. What you 
are worth as an argument for Christ 
will be found just there. . 

“I think Paul would have said also: 
‘I am not what I ought to be.’ No per- 
fectionist was he. Nor is any Christian 
who gets a decent notion of God’s stand- 
ard of life likely to see aught but. filthy 
rags gn hig own righteousness. The 
nearer we get to God the more is revealed 
our shortcoming of his glory. ‘Yours 
in the valley, but in sight of the top. 
Thank God’, we will write our friends 
as we press through vales which stretch 
around the delectable mountain of our 
Lord’s glorious perfection. 

“And ah! we know what we ought to 
be. God has been at infinite pains to 
teach us. The noble restlessness of our 
spirits is a good gift of God to us. Our 
discontent is, divine. It need not make 
us unhappy. The boy tired of his small 
clothes and pressing restlessly into youth 
and manhood is not unhappy, though not 
satisfied. The short graft of a tree, each 
spring fighting under nature’s hands 
against the bonds of its incompltteness, 
is not a sad picture; the bud of the un- 
blown rose teaches patience in impa- 
tience, Thank God for the grace that 
enables us to be as much as we are.”

Many. Trunks Found in Dwelling Occu- 
pied by Negroes. 


CONTAINED VALUABLE GOODS 


Occupants of House Did Not Show 
Up After the Fire. 


POLICE THINK PLACE A ‘FENCE’ 


Officers Guard Partially Burned 
Building and Detectives Will 
Make Investigation.

A fire that broke out last night in a 
small frame cottage at No. 54 College 
street was the cause of the police making 
what they believe to be a very remark- 
able discovery. Officers Rosser and Wells 
found that the cottage was full of trunks, 
many of which were packed with very 
valuable goods. 

Joe Shelton, a negro youth, and his old 
mother, who are said to live in the house, 
did not put in an appearance after the 
fire, which added to the suspicions of the 
officers, 

Captain Jennings, as soon as he was in- 
formed of the contents of the dwelling, 
ordered Officer Rosser to guard it until 
a man from the morning watch relieved 
him, and the morning watch man will 
keep guard until the city detectives can 
investigate. . . 

In the house the policemen found about 
fifteen trunks of all sizes, and down in 
the basement were several more trunks, 
All the trunks were filled and were !tocked. 
The few that had burst open during the 
fire contained’ assortments of fine dry 
goods and millinery. There were table 
linen, dress goods‘and bolts of domestics, 
All the goods were new and had never 
been used. 

It was the intention of the police to 
wait until the occupants of the dwelling 
returned home and then get an explana- 
tion of the trunks and contents, but no 
occupants showed up. 

Neighbors told the officers that the old 
woman was ill in another part of the city. 
They did not know where Joe was. 

One woman said it seemed to her that 
a great ny persons lived in the house. 
She said that Joe had told her he kept 
trunks stored for women teachers in the 
negro colleges. 

The affair is regarded as quite a mys- 
tery by the police and it is believed that 
Joe Shelton has been running what is 
Known as a “‘fence,’’. which is a place to 
store stolen goods. 

The matter will be further looked into 
by city. detectives this morning.

Smming Lessons in Public Schools, 


London Globe: The Leeds school boarJd 
sets an example which might be cap:ed 
with great advantage by similar instity- 
tions throughout the Kingdom. Some 
years ago the board experimentally added 
instruction in swimming to the element- 
ary curriculum, lessons being given. at 
stated intervals. The project met, as. is 
usually the case, with considerable cavil- 
ing. But common sense triumphed, angi it 
may ibe doubted whether a single individ- 
ual among the former objectors would 
now wish to see the new rule abrogated. 
In the last six years the attendance of 
swimmers. has increased from 18,000 to 1lg,- 
000, a convincing proof that the teaching is 

preciated by parents and c hi:dren alike, 

That is further demonstrated by the re- 
ceipt of about £150 per annum in pennies 
and half pennies from pupils who volunta- 
rily attend the baths after school hours, 
A very simple course of instruction suf- 
fices to equip 1,200 children every year with 
a capacity for swimming fifteén yards 
straight away, that being the minimum 
standard of qualification for a certificate. 
As the art is never forgotten when once 
learned, the Leeds board can justly ¢laim 
credit for affording valuable aid to the 
Humane Society in the saving-.of life from 
drowning. Many deaths occur through 
non-swimmers suddenly finding, them. 
selves out of depth: if they could only 
have swum half a dozen strokes they could 
have got back to shallower water. In due 
course most, if not all, of the 9,000 chil- 
dren now under instruction at Leeds will 
at all events reach that degree of skill.
